Rose of Sharon planted 5/9, bloomed 8/4. 52 inches tall, 27-inch head, 20 buds, 7 open, 
3 to 4in color. 4% in size. Excellent texture, plain wide open petals, heavy straight 
spike, broad upright healthy foliage. Lavender rose which looks well individually 
and in mass. No fading to this. You will have to like it. 


Autumn bloomed 8/16 from 5/9 planting. 65 inches tall, 20-inch head, 16 buds, 5 open, 
4 in color, 4% in size. Perfect facing and spacing. Excellence texture, stem willowy 
to medium, but always straight. Foliage, broad, tall, upright and healthy. Reddish 
and yellow brown of autumn. In spite of my personal dislike for smokies, this 
appealed very strongly to me in its coloring and its performance being so exception- 
al makes us rate this as exceptionally good. Well worth getting a start with while 
still high priced. 


INTRODUCING 


Rose of Sharon (Gray). Here we have a new shade of lavender rose with the throat 
dusted like that of a Gloxinia. This was a great favorite with garden visitors and 
received much favorable comment. With us it grew about 5% feet tall, opening 6-7, 
4 to 4%-inch blooms on a spike of 20-22 buds. This grows as straight as an arrow, 
with facing and spacing excellent. An exceptionally fine keeper as a cut flower 
and well hked by the florists. Makes fine clean bulbs and is a good propagator.

Autumn (Gray). Here is something that is entirely different in the line of smokies. 
One that is very difficult to describe to do it half justice. My best description of 
it is reddish and yellow to brown of autumn with a small throat.mark of yellow 
which greatly enchants the beauty of the flower. This opens up a fine spike with 
5-6 open at one time. Facing and spacing excellent. The plants are fine and 
healthy, often reaching a height of six feet. Heavy propagator and bulblets grow 
like weeds.

Alta (Young). Plant growth is fully as strong as Picardy with fine growing habits.
